Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
fortli in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/10/08 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3-31 are allowed. 

The following is the statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination, all the limitations of the independent claim(s) 
(claims 1,9,17,24 and 31), particularly a server testing controller that exists on an 
external network that communicates with a testing control element on the local network 
in order to create and test failure conditions. The two NPL submitted in the IDS filed 
10/10/2008 deal with load-balancing and does not appear to have sufficient legal 
grounds to anticipate or obviate each independent claims in totality, in particular the 
creation and testing of failure conditions.
